the 


whole matter that is really refresh- 
ing. 
He aaya that to suppose that 


these claims would be countenanced is 
an imputation upon the loyalty of the 
Democratic party, and so far as it 
toucitM him he denonnces it. He says 
that if he were president he would veto 
all Ike legislation providing for consid- 
eration or payment of such claims. 
'Gen. Hancock also deigns to say that 
the heresy of secession is dead—went 
•down forever in the wreck of the con- 
federacy—an assumption in which thou- 
sands of his party will differ with him. 


This letter of Gen. Hancock will re- 


«*ll to tke public mind the letter of 
3fr. Tilden upon the same subject, writ- 
ten jut before the election of 1876. 
In that letter Mr. Tilden took just as 
•trong grounds against the payment of 
rebel elaims as Oen. Hancock has in his 
letter, bnt while its effect was not suffi- 
cient M carry any northern state for 
Mr. Tilden it did not in any wise deter 
xhe -'claimants" from going on in the 
work of filing claims 
and 
laying 


aetames for bankrupting the public 
tressMj. It will be so in the present 
instance, for while Gea. Haneoek has 
placed himself upon record as opposing 
the nbd elaim business, the people 
will Dot blind themselves to the ftct 


candidate of a party that, in advance, 
he agrees 'to defeat.' 
If the Southern 


people were rrght on the question of 
State sovereignty, their pensions ought 
to be paid, If Gen. Hancock is right 
upon that question now, the Southern 
people were right ia 1861 ; and if the 
present|Demooratio doctrine is the prop- 
er doctrine, the pensions should be 
transferred from the Federal to the 
Confederate soldier. 
Gen. Hancock 


may view this question from an army 
standpoint, taking it for granted that a 
soldier simply obeys orders. 
I oannot 


look upon it in that light. A soldier 
should not fight for what he doesn't 
believe to be right. This letter on the 
southern claims will do Haneoek no good. 
It will not strengthen him in the south. 
It will weaken him in the north. The 
people of this country will not put a 
party in power depending on some man 
to prevent that party trom.doing wrong. 
We had much better trust a party than 
a man. Certainly we ought not trust a 
man when we know we cannot trust a 
party. Neither ought we trust a party 
where we know we cannot trust a man. 
Bat, w far as the Republican party and 
candidate are concerned, we know that 
we can trust them both. Gen. Garfield 
is not compelled to write letters giving 
notice in advance of what he will veto 
when he gets to be president. Should 
he do so, the Rupublican party would 
feel insulted. The great party would 
not permit a man to take it for granted 
that it was going to demand an outrage. 
That great party would not allow its 
candidate for president to protend that 
he alone was responsible for its behav- 
ior, and would go bail for its patriot- 
ism. 
The best way to defeat southern 


claims is to send republicans to con- 
gress, and the surest way, if there is a 
democratic congress, to secure the veto 
of any suoh legislation is to elect a re- 
publican president. I think the letter 
of Gen. Hancock is exceedingly unwise. 
Gen. Hancock is a soldier, and Gen. 
Hancock should depend upon his sword.

her this. Whoever distrusts both par- 
ties, and would have each act as a 
check upon the other, should consider 
the circumstance that the Senate is 
now Democratic and that Republican 
success in this election oannot change 
it, while Democratic success means the 
surrender of the whole government and 
leaves no check anywhere upon the 
dominant party. Is this a wise or safe 
thing to do ? Let us see. They come 
to QS with an appeal to their record, 
and pledging themselves anew in the 
Erst article of their creed to their an- 
cient dootrines and traditions. Let us 
try them by that tert. They have been 
asserting their profounder patriotism 
and superior statesmanship, and thereon 
demanding possession of the Govern- 
ment, for twenty years. 
In these twen- 


ty years they have several times told 
as what they would do if they had the 
power. 


Suppose that upon one of these oc- 


casions they had been trusted—what 
would have been the condition of the 
country to-day ? Would it have been 
better or worse off than under the Re- 
publican 
administration which they 


have so persistently opposed ? This is 
as fair a test as could be made, and we 
are invited to it by their appeal to the 
record. 


Suppose, then, that the Democratic 


party had had its will, unopposed by a 
Republican Congress, from 
1854 to 


1860. 
Would the country have been 


better or worse off, with Kansas and 
Nebraska Slave States, and slavery 
made national ? 


Suppose that in 1860 the people of 


the North, frightened by the threats of 
the Southern Democracy, had elected a 
Democrat for President. Should we 
have been better or worse off with the 
new Territories given to slavery, free- 
dom crowded into a corner, the slave- 
block in Washington, slave-drivers in 
every State, free speech suppressed, and 
the whole country under the rule of a 
slave oligarchy ? 


Suppose we had assented to the 


Democratic construction of the Consti- 
tution that a State oonld not be coerced; 
or that a sovereign State ooald not be 
iavaded ; or that slaves escaping from 
the enemy could not be enlisted, em- 
ployed or even haibored within our 
linos, but must be returned to their 
masters ; or that in the midst of fla- 
grant war opened upon us by rebels m 
arms we should confess ourselves in 
the wrong and sue for peace. Should 
we have been better or worse off had 
the Democratic party had its way on 
any or all these issues ? 


Suppose that in 1864, when the re- 


bellion had barely twelve months loft of 
life we had assented to the Democratic 
proposition that the war was a failure, 
and brought that party into power to 
make peace. Should we have been bet- 
ter or worse off with a broken Union 
and divided country ? 


Suppose we had adopted the Demo- 


cratic plan in 1868 of paying the Na- 
tional debt in greenbacks. Would our 
credit be better or worse for it to-day ? 


Suppose the people had credited the 


assertion of the Democrats in 1876 
that the Resumption Act was a hind- 
rance to resumption, and on the strength 
of it given them the power to repeal it 
unrestrained by the Executive vetj. 
What would have been the effect of 
that act upon the material welfare and 
business prosperity of the country? 
Should we have been better or worse 
off with the uncertain values and infla- 
ted currency which the war to pnt 
down a Democratic rebellion had entail- 
ed upon us ? 


Finally, sweep over the record of 


these twenty years and consider what 
would have been the effect upon the 
people and the country if the Demo- 
cratic party could upon any one dis- 
puted issue have had its way. It needs 
not to be pointed out that in every in- 
stance Democratic success would have 
been disastrous to the best interests of 
the country and the cause-of human 
progress.

the muzzle with his left hand and at- 
tempted to turn it to one side, but the 
gun was discharged, the entire load of 
shot entering his abdomen, producing a 
wound which will prove fatal.

THE stuffed census naturally does 


most for the bulldozers' paradise in 
Mississippi—Yazoo county. It would 
not be much of a paradise for anybody 
but a bulldozer. It has a sandy soil, 
not fit to raise more than a quarter of 
a bale of cotton to tho acre. The peo- 
ple are thriftless, lazy, improvident, and 
poor. The whites chiefly drink whisky, 
chew tobacco, and kill niggers for a liv- 
ing, and the blacks try to save enough 
money to enable them to move away. 
But Yazoo, though it has no other in- 
dustries to speak of, has been remarka- 
bly industrious about the census. 
Its 


population has increased (according to 
returns made by democratic enumera- 
tors) from 17,279 in 1870 to 35,000 in 
1880, a gain of 100 per cent. Every 
other county in Mississippi has made a 
surprising gain, but none of them has 
equaled Yazoo, which is easily the ban- 
ner county of the state. Whether there 
is any necessary connection between the 
fact that Yazoo is famous ior political 
intolerance, democratic deviltry, and 
murder, and the other fact that great 
and sudden accessions to its population 
as reported, we are not quite prepared 
to say. It may be that rampant law- 
lessness attracts immigration in the 
south. There has been no noticeable 
demand for Yazoo farms among Euro- 
pean immigrants, but it may be that 
natives of the south have flocked to 
Yazoo from other counties and states 
to be on hand for the next shooting-bee. 
This theory would account for the gain 
but for the fact that no other county 
or state in the south has shown any 
considerable loss of population. They 
have all grown; only the bulldozed coun- 
ties have grown most. It must be that 
there are special multiplying properties 
in the shotguns and navy revolvers that 
the "eminent citizens" of Yazoo carry 
about them. Doubtless the enumerator 
who looks down the muzzle of a shot- 
gun or counts the chambers of a Colt 
navy has his powers of finding and 
counting people very much stimulated. 
So it is not a surprising fact, after all, 
that the population increases most in 
the bulldozed counties.

Hli£Prm«t Condition, aad Fnrtfen PartlciUnt 


About the Frlghthl Wr«k. 


As stated in our issue on Saturday af- 


ternoon, William T 
Dillehunt departed 


for Indianapolis at noon on that day to 
learn the condition of bis unfortunate 
brother, Ben. W. Dillehunt, who ie now 
at his home at No. 86 North New Jersey 
street in Indianapolis. William was ac- 
companied by his mother, Mrs. M. A. 
Dillehunt, Henry W. Elwood and Miss 
Katie Buchart, sister of the injured man's 
wife. 


This morning Mr. Elwood returned 


home, and from him we learn the follow- 
ing additional particulars of the fearful 
accident: As stated, the collision took 
place on the Vandalia railroad, nine miles 
west of Terre Haute, Ind., on Friday 
morning at 3:30 o'clock, between an extra 
west-bound passenger train and an east- 
bound freight train, and was caused by 
the careless reading or transmission, of a 
train order. The two trains were going 
at full speed and came together with 
crushing force on a trestle-work bridge, 
69 feet high, which spana a ravine called 
Clear Creek. There was a long postal 
car behind the passenger engine, in which 
Ben Dillehunt and two other clerks were 
at work, and it was split in two from end 
to end, one side falling off the bridge to 
the ground, 69 feet below, the other part 
going over on the other aide. Ben went 
down on one side of the bridge, two 
freight cars, heavily loaded with grain, 
going down with terrible fores with him. 
It is impossible for Ben to tell how it 
happened, but he lived an age in those 
brief momenta, and when he struck the 
earth, face down, he found himself be- 
tween the freight cars. They came to- 
gether at the bottom of the creek, and 
caught his right leg between the bumper 
frame, crushing the limb about half way 
between the knee and trunk of the body. 
He thought his last moment on earth had

come, and as he felt his limb break and 
heard the fearful crash he thought of 
home, and cried out "Good bye Qus and 
Les.," (these being the names of his wife 
and child.) He then became insensible, 
and lay there in the debris, alone and un- 
seen, for forty minutes before he was dis- 
covered and tenderly removed to a 
farm house near by, where surgeons 
from Terre Haute examined the injured 
man. He had received a compound frac- 
ture ot the thigh [bone, and it was found 
necessary to amputate about three inches 
of the upper part of jthe same. The lower 
part was then drawn upward, aud the 
limb was set and bandaged. Ben was 
then taken to Terre Haute, where he was 
placed in a special car, and accompanied 
by several surgeons.from there was taken 
to his wife and home at Indianapolis. He 
suffered great agony on the way, but 
through it all he displayed the greatest j 
possible fortitude and courage. At home 
he received every possible attention and 
timely care from a large number of broth- 
er postal clerks and railroad officials, and 
on Sunday forenoon the Vandalia Com- 
pany ordered four of the most eminent 
surgeons of Indiana to attend Ben and 
give him the full benefit of their skill and 
experience. They did so; the bandages 
were removed, and the break was sub- 
jected to the closest scrutiny. The limb 
was st'raighlened ; the broken bones were 
pulled farther apart, the surgeons being 
of the opinion that the break would heal 
more quickly. While the surgeons were 
at work poor Ben fluil'ered fearfully, but 
would take nothing to alleviate the pain. 
He was resting as comfortably as could 
be expected last night when Mr. Elwood 
left him. In addition to the break Eon is 
badly bruised about the limbs and a part 
of his body, but it is not thought that he 
is seriously injured internally. He has 
suffered a great shock to his ce; vous sys- 
tem, which is plainly appaieut. If he 
has good|luck, does not Uike cold, and 
gangrene does not set in, he will be on his 
feet by next spring, but he will be a 
cripple for life. The sad occurrence has 
excited much interest among the many 
friends of Ben and his relatives in Deca- 
tur, and all are hopeful that lie will come 
out all right. He is a member of the 
Decatut Guards, of which organization he 
was the first Orderly Sergeant.
